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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Holbrook 
(2408777). Holbrook teaches a bag a frame 2 1 , two legs 11, 12, two restraints 42. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Holbrook in view 
of Chen (6598744). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a 
shaft with a hook in Holbrook as taught by Chen to provide an alternative attachment means for 
the end of the legs. 

3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. Claims 10-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
